The President and Cabinet and both 
Houses of Congress, and the bar of the 
Supreme Court will attend the court 
as a body, and a committee of the two 
Houses will accompany the remains 
to Toledo.

Representatives of Fairbanks

refined lard as a pure, wholesome 
food product. 
William Bar tie, an ox* 
pakor of .St. T-ouis, continued his testi­ 
mony. 
He reported the statement 
that in most of the packing houses 
smothered hogs, piegnaut sows and 
hogs suffering from cholera wore used 
indiscriminately with good hogs to 
make prime steam lira. He could, 
as a pork-p&ckor and experienced 
farmer, verify all the statements he 
had heard about tho manufacture of 
prime steam lard. 
He had only gone 
out of tjio business because he could 
not 
pursue it 
longer 
and 
deal 
honestly. 
When 
he 
was 
in 
business 
he 
necessarily 
packed 
cholera 
hogs, because they were 
mixed with the other hogs. He had 
cut tho hogs into hams, etc., knowing 
them to do diseased, just us every 
other packer did. 
The meat of the 
cholera hog was not poisonous. One 
of the crying evils of the time was tho 
shipping of diseased hogs to tho 
market by tho farmer. 
The man 
would immortalize himself who would 
frame a legislation whion would pre­ 
vent the refiners and packers from 
acting improperly in the manufacture 
of food products. 


TUB REBELLION RECORDS. 
The sub-committee of the House 
Military Committee to-day begin in­ 
vestigation of the alleged insertion in 
the rebellion records of unofficial mat­ 
ter as set out in the Grosvenor reso­ 
lutions. Lieutenant-Colonel Lasalle, 
Assistant Adjutant-t Jatieral 
Keltou 
and others were examined regarding 
the purported Met of members of the 
Anderson cavalry of Pennsylvania. 
General Kelton said that All the 
Adjutant General’s office knew about 
tho newspaper slip, was that it had 
been handed in by Chief Clerk Twee- 
dale with a request that it be com­ 
pared with the muster-rolls and veri­ 
fied. It had been compared, verified 
and certified. Witness produced the 
muBter rolls to show how the com­ 
pilation had been mude. 
. There was no report from General 
Rosecrans, of the Yvar Department. 
Henry Donglas, chief clerk in the 
Adjutant-General’s office, said that 
he had compared the newspaper slip 
with the mqpter-roll and maue up a 
list of names in the api>endix, but 
had not placed the Captain on it, nor 
had he stated that it was made up 
from official reports to General Rose­ 
crans. Upon being shown the manu­ 
script of tho list wi ness said that it 
was not the list he made up. His 
recollection was that all of the names 
found in the newspaper articles had 
been found in the muster-rolls. 
Adjournment was taken till Wed­ 
nesday.

Watching them suffering the mother 
stayed * ith them all day going about 
iho house without exciting the atten­ 
tion of the tenants. On Wednesday 
night and all Thursday the little suf­ 
ferers lay in their dying agouies with 
ilie mother hovering about seeing 
their little lives ebbing out slowly 
and surely. They begged for water, 
and with the merciless cruelty of a 
fiend, the mother gave them whisky 
to drink. Tho two eldest drank and 
cried that they were on fire. They 
begged to be taken out in the back 
yard and have the hydrant turned on 
theip, hut their feeble cries found a 
deaf ear. 
On Thursday afternoon

— The 
State Board of Prison Directors met 
at San Quentin to-day. The only busi­ 
ness of importance transacted was the 
consideration of Warden McComb’s 
report on work accomplished in the 
jute mill since the night force was 
placed in the department. The War­ 
den states that the preparations for 
working the mill at night were com­ 
pleted on the 11th of this month. A 
second shift of operatives was organ­ 
ized and on the night of the 12th the 
mill was worked till 10 o’clock, and 
the prisoners were returned to their 
cell without confusion, disorder or in­ 
convenience of any kind. The expo 
rience of tho succeeding nights was* 
similar, and now night work is no 
longer an experiment but an assured 
success. He states that abundant pre­ 
cautions have been taken to guard 
against an attempt to escape, and that 
there is no moro danger of the prison­ 
ers escaping at night than during the

How cold tho dark water of Lake 
Superior is! One evening when we 
were steaming across the lake I asked 
the mate what was done when a man 
fell overboard. 
He coolly replied, 
"Nothing.” 
“ Why?” I asked, astonished at his 
heartlessness. 
The water of Lake Superior is so 
cold that a man cannot live in it dur- 
log ihe time it takes to stop a rapidly 
moving vessel and lower a boat,” he 
replied. Then he added: “ I have 
sailed on this lake for twenty years. 
During that time I have known many 
men to fall off vessels. I know of 
only one man who escaped death. He 
was saved by a scratch. The oth 
ers were apparently killed by the 
shock produced by falling into such 
cold water.” He picked up an empty 
can, to which a long string was at­ 
tached, and cast it overboard. The 
can skipped from the crest of one 
wave to that of another for an in­ 
stant, then dipped and filled. 
The 
hoary-hoaded mate drew the full can 
up and handed it to me, saying: 
“Take a drink of that, and then you 
say what you think of your chances 
of swimming in Lake Superior for ten 
or fifteen minutm.” I drank deeply, 
and it was as though liquid ice flowed 
down my throat. 
“It is alleged,” the mate said, that 
this lake never gives up its dead; 
that to be drowned in Lake Superior 
is to be buried for all time. 
I do 
not know whether this is true or not, 
but I do know tliat I have never seen 
a corpse floating en the lake.” I 
wonder if that is true? 
I doubted it, 
but I could not find a sailor who had 
ever seen a dead body floating on the 
lake.”—[Frank WilkesoninNew York 
Times.

B e rlin , March 24.—The situation 
between the central allies and Russia 
remains unchanged, the only altera­ 
tions being those arising from the 
visit of the King of Roumania to 
Vienna, which has resulted in a 
definite treaty, under which Austria 
pledges Inrself ^ resist any violation 
of Roumanian territory. 
The Emperor’s decree of March 
21st, authorizing the Crown Prince 
William to represent him in the trans­ 
action of .State business is now recog­ 
nized aa tantamount to a creation of a 
co-regency. 
Besides the published 
decree another exists which gives 
the Crown Prince William fuller pow­ 
ers in the event of the Emperor’s 
suddenly growing worse. 
Regarding the real etate of tho Em­ 
peror’s health it is difficult to obtain 
any authentic information of his pri­ 
vate life. 
What is known is that he 
is able to take daily exercise, and in 
the orangery and heated conservatory 
at Charlottenberg he receives family 
visits and listens to the reading of 
official reports. 
A medical consultation has been 
held regarding the condition of Prince 
William, who is Buffering from gen­ 
eral ill-health. 
Empress Victoria gave a court 
reception to-day at which it was an­ 
nounced that Emperor Frederick con­ 
tinued to improve and that he is 
stronger. His throat affection is be­ 
ing relieved.

For more than a year past the local 
has been filled with rumors 
m a n or less vague regarding the 
oraetion oL a theatre. 
The addition 
o f another place of am nseraent seems 
aow to be an assured fact, for the ex­ 
cavations are now being made on the 
property of Mrs. Juana A. Neal, on 
Spring street. 
An inspection of the elaborate plans 
Just completed shows that the front ot 
the edifice in question will be entirely 
constructed of a warm tinted brown 
and red sandstone.

This parly of 
prominent railroad gentlemen came 
to this city with the intention of meet­ 
ing Mr. C. P. H untington, First Vice­

Company. 
Mr. 
Huntington wa3 expected to arrive 
there yesterday at 1 o’clock, but owing 
to a change in the programme, he 
concluded to stop at Colton and wait 
for Colonel Crocker and party to meet 
him there and go at once to San Diego 
Accordingly when Colonel Crocker 
arrived hero a w ait of only a few 
minutes was made, until an engine 
could be brought around from the 
rou. d-house, when the car was taken 
at once to Colton, where it wuited for 
the arrival ol Mr. Huntington. 
Be­ 
fore the special train left, howover, 
the H e r a l d ’s representative stepped 
into the piesence of Colonel Crocker 
and Mr. Towne and 
asked for a 
f-hort 
interview. 
Mr. 
Crocker 
laughed 
when 
the request 
was 
«nade, and said he was about to leave. 
I 11 answer to the question as to what 
tney were going to do down here this 
time Colonel Crocker said : 
“ O h ! we 
¡ire ju-t looking around. 
We came 
down here to ego what was going on, 
and to meet Mr. Huntington, and 
show him our places.” 
“ W hat is the 
principal object of the visit?” was 
a-ked. 
‘ VY'by,” said Colonel Crocker, “ Mr. 
Huntington has bad some idea of 
spending his money down in Texas 
and that country, and wo propose to 
persuade him to spend it here in 
Southern California.” 
I understand you are going to see 
S.iu Diego to settle upon the proposed 
road to that place?” 
Yes, sir; wo are going there for 
that purpose, and propose to Bettle the 
m at-or then.” 
“ Have you selected any particular 
route ?” 
‘Oh, Acs, we have several routes in 
\iow, though we have not positively 
decided on one. That, as I said, will 
bo decided in San Diego.” 
W hat is the most favorable route 
thus far surveyed?”

th e proposed charter. I t approves of 
the dollar limit. W hilst we have said 
nothing about this limit, and would be 
very glad to ere such a barrier to ex ­ 
penditure erected, we confess that it 
does 
not 
look 
as 
if 
that lim it 
w ill meet the expenditures of the 
city governm ent. Under the r.ew char­ 
ter nearly every charter officer’s salary 
is raised, whilst some of them that 
were beioie w ithout salary will re­ 
ceive very handsome pay. At one 
atroke $15,000 of 
salaries are ac­ 
corded the 
Councilmen, who be­ 
fore served gratis. 
The dollar lim it is 
farcical in the face of the greatly in­ 
creased municipal expenditure au- 
thorixed by this dollar-limit char­ 
ter. 
Daring the municipal 
year 
1888-9, 
it will require 
not less 
th a n $800.000 to m eet all the demands 
on the city government. The license®, 
etc., will yield, say, $150,000—leaving 
$650,000 to be raised by taxation. 
The assessment roll was $29,000,000 
last year. 
It w ill possibly be $35,000-- 
•00 this year; but with the dollar 
limit, it would have to be in 1888-9 
$65,000,000. 
That would be a wise 
financier who ccnld keep taxation at 
th e dollar lim it and still raise $650,000 
from a n aseesEed valuation of $35,000,­ 
000. 
If we w ant to bring taxation 
down to the dollar lim it we must be­ 
gin th e right n ay , 
by observing 
economy in the municipal expendit­ 
ures, an d not by wantonly increas-ing 
them , as the proposed charter Jtee. 
T he Exprets goes off with the idea 
th a t if this charter be not adopted 
we shall not be able to reform our 
present charter for two years. 
That 
Is simply not so. 
The election at 
which this chanter Í6 to be voted upon 
cannot be set later than the 3d of 
May. 
If it be defeated, we shall have 
from that tim e till the closing days of 
th e Legislature which meets in Janu­ 
ary, 1889, to prepare a new charter. 
The very utm ost tim e th a t can be ex­ 
hausted in getting up and submitting 
a new charter is one hundred and forty 
days. 
As we have three hundred 
days to spare before we reach the 
small shank of the session of the 
nekt Legislature, it will be seen that 
we bare time enough in which to get 
up two moro charters. Therefore all 
th is talk about accepting the crazy 
instrument 
proposed, 
or nothing, 
falls to the ground. 
The Express is 
very careful to tay nothing about the 
irremediable blunder in the new 
charter authorizing two distinct pow­ 
ers each to appoint the members of 
th e Board of H ealth. 
If it were the 
best and most acceptable instrument 
ever framed, th at defect alone would 
render it suicidal for our people to ac­ 
cept it. 
W hat is the use of trying to 
ron a municipal governm ent under a 
charter that virtually wipes out all 
power to control or carry out the Bani- 
tary wants of the city?

O b je c tio n is made to the proposed 
m w treaty with China on the ground 
that it will not exclude 
Chinese 
laborers from entering our ports any 
better, if as well as the existing 
Swift-Angell convention. 
The reason 
on which this objection is ba^ed is 
that the clause perm itting Chinese 
who have $1000 in property in the 
United States to return, will be made 
a 
loop-hole through 
which these 
people will come at pleasure. 
From 
the term s of the treaty it is difficult 
to see how this is to take place. The 
main features of the new treaty are 
that for a period of tw enty years from 
the signing thereof, Chinese labor­ 
ers shall be absolutely prohibited from 
landing, excepting in the case of those 
now in the Union, and who, wishing 
to make a visit to C hina, may leave 
behind in this country a lawful wife, 
child or parent, or property to the 
value of $1000, or debts due to the 
like am ount. These shall have the 
rigfc to return here under the follow­ 
ing conditions: 
In the first place, 
before leaving the Union they must 
deposit with the Collector of Customs 
of the district whence they take their 
departure an accur^o description of 
What they leave behind, together with 
satisfactory proof that the same is 
theira. Then this privilege of return 
must be exercised 
within a year 
atter the claimant departs from our 
shores. 
Should sickness or other un­ 
avoidable circumstance prevent the 
holder of a certificate from returning 
here at the end of hig year, he must 
go before the Consul representing the 
U-iited States at the port of departure 
nearest his home, and before that 
official 
make 
full 
proof of 
liis 
inability to return to the 
United 
States. 
In case of satisfactory proof 
bis time is to be extended one year 
more. Now, it is necessary to rem em­ 
ber that the Swift-Angell treaty is 
about to expire, and therefore a new 
convention of some sort is called for. 
No sane man will dony that the pro­ 
posed treaty is far better than the one 
whose place it is to take. 
W hen the 
present treaty was signed it was the 
very best tiling to be obtained from the 
Republican party. 
That convention, 
witli all its defects, was at first pro­ 
posed for a period of tw enty years, but 
Mr. A rthur set his veto on the meas­ 
ure on the ground that its length was 
unreasonable. 
He did 
not want 
the C hinese to be shut out for so long 
a period. 
It is needless to say Mr. 
A rthur’s party, as a rule, upheld him 
in his views. 
Under the present sys­ 
tem there is held in our jiorts no 
check on the Mongol laborer who de­ 
parts hence. 
He has full sway in the 
m atter of substituting ar.y other of 
his race to take his place on the re­ 
turn trip. 
Furtherm ore, he may re­ 
turn at any time he may see lit. 
Under the new 
treaty 
the right 
to return at all 
is 
limited to a 
few of those now resident in this 
country, and that right m ust bo exer­ 
cised within a year from the date of 
their departure hence. 
An im portant 
safeguard is provided—the required 
proof of qualification to come back be­ 
ing left behind in the hands of the 
customs officers. In the fact of such 
patent improvements over the existing 
system, when we find th e Republican 
Cbinophiles opposing the treaty, we 
are forced to suspect that the true mo­ 
tive is uot disclosed.

WESTFALL’S SANITY 
* 


I n q u i r e d 
I n t o 
l l e f n r e 
a 
J u r y 
1 rs lrrd n y . 
A jury was called in Judge Cheney’s 
court, at 1 i*. m. yesteiday, to pass 
upon tho ranitv of George Westfall. 
The first witness examined was Mr. 
E. B. Webb, w ho testified: 1 am ac­ 
quainted with George W estfall, having 
occupied a room iu the County Jail 
with him for some weeks. 
From iny 
conversas ions with him I am satisfied 
the man is not right. 
When I was 
first incarcerated in tho jail and as­ 
signed to his room he asked me if I 
was an otficer. I told him no. 
Ho 
replied, “ 1 am .” 
After I learned 
what he was charged with, I had a 
curiosity to know his condition of 
mind, and often talked with him to 
ascertain w hether lie was sane. Some 
days he appeared to be all right, but 
at other tim es not in his right mind. 
Wm. Johnson, being called, testi­ 
fied: For three m onths I have been 
confined in the County Jail and have 
known W estfall. 
I have had very 
little conversation with the old man, 
but have noticed his actions and con­ 
duct, and am of the opinion that he 
is insane. 
The attorney for the defense an­ 
nounced that under the circumstances 
he felt justified in asking that Judge 
Cheney take the witness stand. Upon 
the Court replying that he was aware 
counsel had the right to cull Court 
us a witness, yet he would ho unable 
lay a foundation for evidence. The 
request was withdrawn. 
The next witness called was Wm. 
Dixon, who testified: 1 have been 
confined in the County Jail for fifteen 
m onths, and for three months occu­ 
pied the hume cell with Westfall. 
From my observations, conversations 
and associations with W estfall,^ be­ 
lieve him to be crazy. 
The defenso announced that it 
would re9t its case upon the evidence 
adduced. 
The firet witness introduced on the 
p irt of the prosecution was Robert 
M artin, a Deputy Sheriff, who testi­ 
fied : 
I have had charge of Westfall 
since he was placed in the county 
jail. 
I have frequently held conver­ 
sations with the defendant and he 
appeared to be as intelligent as an 
average man. 
1 should consider him 
sane. I asked him why he attem pted 
to kill his child. 
He replied, 
“ I 
don’t know why I did i t ; I wish I 
had not.” Since W estfall has been 
on trial I have noticed he trembles 
and shakes his head when talking. 
1 
never noticed anything like tLis before 
the trial. 
W. H. Russell, Jailor at the County 
Jail, 
testified: 
Westfall gave me 
several notes, desiring that I should 
send them to the Missouri House. 
He also wrote several letters, all of 
which passed through my hands. 
They appeared to be written and com­ 
posed intelligently. 
1 asked him 
w hatever possessed him to attem pt to 
take the life of his child. 
He said, 
I don’t know.” 
He appeared to 
greatly regret his aetion. 
I have 
noticed a marked change in tiie de­ 
meanor of Westfall since the trial has 
commenced. 
He now has a palsied 
way of shaking his head and looking 
wild which I never observed before. 
At one time, after Dr. McKnnan had 
exam ined Westfall, I rem arked to 
him , after the Doctor had left, "Y ou 
m ust look wild-eyed if you want to 
play it line.” 
He made no reply, but 
held up one 'finger and shook it 
at 
me, 
as 
much 
as 
to 
say 
that 
lie 
needed 
no suggestions. 
Attorney Mason somewhat excitedly 
questioned Mr. Russell, and upon 
pressing a question as to w hether he 
did not make it a business to do all 
he could to convict prisoners, Mr. 
Russell replied, “ I ’ll give you away, 
too, if vcu inri&t on it.” 
Mr. Mason 
insisted that he should give him 
away, and the Court ruled that, as ho 
had volunteered the statem ent, he 
must make good the threat. 
Mr. 
Russell then stated that Mason had 
told his brother th a t lie would have 
Westfall fixed for the trial, or words 
to that effect. 
J. W. Grubbs testified: 
I am a 
deputy sheriff, and have frequently 
cscortod 
W estfall 
from the oourt 
room. I have noticed that his whole 
demeanor aDd expression changes as 
soon as he gets outside of the court 
house. 
W ith tho last nam ed witness the 
case rested, and Judge Cheney gave 
his instructions to tho jury, aud con­ 
tinued the m atter until Monday.

T h e N paitlnh l.a n g u a ie 
E d it o r H e r a l d : Iu an editorial of 
the Crónica of this city, issue of the 
18th instant, is to lie found the follow­ 
ing: “ Many manufacturers and m er­ 
chants of the United Stutes believe 
that the business houses of the Span- 
ish-Americans are withdrawing from 
mercantile relations with them , either 
through want of confidence, or from 
fear that their orders and commis­ 
sions do not receive the careful atten­ 
tion due them ,” etc., etc. 
Perm it me to make, on this point, 
some observations for the bonelit of 
both parties. 
The m erchants and manufacturers 
of this country have failed to receive 
the benefit due them as taxpayers, 
owing to the erroneous policy pursued 
by those in charge of the public 
schools, on the point of instruction in 
languages. It moreover is true thatcbil- 
drenare now taught ;n the said schools 
certain things of which,in a short time, 
the greater part is forgotten, for want 
of practi e. 
How much more advan­ 
tageous would it be could they em ­ 
ploy the time so used iu learning Ger­ 
man, French or Spanish, after mas 
teritig their own native tongue. 
It is 
n it long t ince that I read a paragraph 
copied from one of the dailies of the 
Mexican capital, compiaiuing tliat tho 
greater part of the Americans that go 
to Mexico, attracted by the business 
opportunities offered them by the rail­ 
roads, have no knowledge of the 
Spanish language. 
It has also gcod 
reason for its complaint in stating, as 
it does, th at as they have courses for 
English in th eir bigher schools, fo 
ought the people in the United States 
to have in theirs, courses of instruc 
tiou in Spanish. And this point is 
well taken, for turning to the cata­ 
logue of the University of New York 
for the past year, courses of instruc 
ion in all other languages, even to 
Hebrew, are to lie found, but no m en­ 
tion of Spanish. 
Now let mo assure 
the m erchants and other business 
men of the United States th at the 
majority of young 
Americans are 
anxious to acquire a knowledge of the 
Spanish language. 
The reason w hy the Germans and 
French have established mercantile 
and friendly relations with th e Spau- 
isli-Americans and are so well fitted 
therefor and have so little difficulty in 
negotiating with them , is in conse­ 
quence of having learned their lan­ 
guage. 
It íb very rare to find a young Ger­ 
man or Frenchm an who "has had a 
regular education who doei uot have 
a knowledge of the Spanish language. 
The lack of this knowledge is yet 
more stiongly felt here in California, 
where the business transactions car­ 
ried on with the natives of the laud 
are 
of 
considerable 
im portance. 
Americans would, become of much 
greater importance with thoir South­ 
ern neighbors it they could under­ 
stand that it is for their own best in­ 
terests and would condescend to ac­ 
quire their language. 
It is now six 
years since 1 obtained tho signatures 
of some 200 of the most prominent 
business men and house-holders of 
this city, to a petition asking of the 
School Board that a class m ight be 
established for instruction in Spanish. 
The aforesaid petition, which was 
subscribed to with rcm aikable readi­ 
ness and approval, wa* laid before 
the School Board by my distinguished 
fr end, the lion.ex-< iovernor Downey; 
but, to the astonishm ent of all, the 
petitioners did not attain the desired 
end. 
I had uo other motive than the 
desire to propagate the rich and har­ 
monious Castilian tongue. 
One thing 
is certain, that if those to whose 
charge such m atters are intended, had 
given due attention tothe petition and 
had granted the request of the sign­ 
ers, putting into practice the ideas so 
rightly anti earnestly advanced, to-day 
there would be a great num ber of 
young Americans who would possess 
a practical knowledge of Spanish lan­ 
guage.

appreciation of the true Situation. The 
facta presented in this article are 
compiled from several reliable sources.

It is the intention of the Southern 
California Motor ltoad Company to 
construct its road and have it in run­ 
ning order within four m onths. Ih e 
company has ordered two motor en­ 
gines from a St. Louis car company. 
The engines are of the latest improve­ 
m ent and p actioully noieeleps and 
smokeless. 
Each will be of sufficient 
power to pull four cars. 
It is the in ­ 
tention ol the company to run trains 
between Kiverdale and Colton every 
hour, and if the traffic dem ands it, the 
trips will be reduced to half-liourly. 
The motor road system is shortly >o 
be extended to Arrow Head Hot 
Springs. 
“ I suppose you aFfe uped to hearing 
people in Pomona express their sur­ 
prise at the many changes in your 
city,” c-aid Daniel P. Gordon, of Day­ 
ton, O., who came to Pomona last 
Monday after an absence oi one year,

every State in the Union and there 
are not five towns that I know of any­ 
where that have had so vigorous, 
healthy and, at the same titne, so rapid 
growth during the pas! two je irs 
as Pom oni. Pasadena, to bo sur:*, 
has grown at a truly wondeiful rate, 
but that, town had a big start on its 
growth before Pomona was heard of. 
I am confident you aie going to have 
a Gne town here in the near future. 
I 
have invested $4,800 in land here this 
very afternoon, as a little token of my 
confidence in Pomona. 
I expect to 
be here again in two weeks on-my way 
South from San Francisco.” —[Pomona 
Progress. 
A groat deal of improvement is now 
being done in Redlands, and the sales 
of real estate recently have beeu many 
in num ber and for fairlj large amounts. 
Redlands seems to be more than hold­ 
ing its own in this resjtect as compared 
with the rest of the county.

The site of this first 
building is ou the front elope of the

A T o w n w ill* m a n y C h a rm in g 
S u rro u n d ln z * . 
L a V e r n e , C a l ., March 21, ’88. 
E d it o r s H e r a l d :—In regard to the 
rapid and wonderful development of 
Southern California in general, and of 
Los Angeles county in particular, the 
readers of T he H e r a l d have been 
kept well posted. 
Also in regard to 
the many new towns which have 
sprüng so rapidly into existence like 
jeweled beads iu a royal necklace 
around the neck • i Los Angeles. 
But 
these new towns have come on so fast 
—some on paper, some on land, and 
some on nothing, but “ cheek,” that 
it is difficult for the most enterprising 
newspapers to keep up with the pro­ 
cession. 
There is one bright new 
town veritably on land which I think 
has not before been introduced to 
your readers. It calls Pasadena its 
m other and Los Angeles its grand­ 
mother. It is the town of La Verne 
and a local poem entitled “ Baby La 
Verne” has this geuealogical passage, 


Big cousin Riverside. way out yonder, 
gays Baby La Verne is Just a w onder,— 
And m i, P atadens, I guess will laugh 
To see m e grow ing aa fat aB a calf. 


Grandm a Los Angeles tu rn s h er ears, 
As through h er gold spectat-les she peers, 
A nd saya, of all m y gran lhahies yet, 
Baby La Verne is th e fam ily pot. 


This town of La Verne is located on 
the divide between the great San Ga­ 
briel Valley and the Santa Anita Val­ 
ley, closer up to the mountains than 
any of the other foothill towns, and 
is about thirty-five mileB from Los 
Angeles, on the line of the Santa Fe 
Railroad or five railes north of Po­ 
mona. 
From the townsite there is a 
gftnd view clear across the San Ga­ 
briel Valley westward to Pasadena, 
twenty-five miles distant, and as many 
miles southeastward to South River­ 
side, and about thirty miles south 
westerly to San Pedro harbor and the 
ocean. This is an extent of viewv * 
think, not enjoyed by any other town, 
and not likely to lie because no other 
can have the same elevation and out 
look relative to these 
three vast 
stretches of country, either one of 
which is a magnificent scope of scenery 
in itself. The town was commenced 
here late last Fall, the land where it 
stands having been a sheep pasture 
until October 1st, and it suffered much 
delay from the rains and the scarcity 
of lumber and lime for awhile. But 
for the past six or eight weeks it has 
pushed to the front with strides that 
make all eyes 


look with wonder. 
W ithin that tim e-a rapid series of 
im portant new tilings have occurred 
that are worth noting. 
The first was the starting of a steam 
planing mill, which sent its hhrill 
screech out over the country like a 
cry of “ wake snakes and come to 
judgment 1“ startling the dreamy in­ 


habitants for many miles around. 
Next was 
th e 
breaking of their 
lumber shortage by buying up two en­ 
tire lum ber yards at Lordsburg and 
moving them to La Verne. The home 
builders and hotel builders here had 
suffered long and hard from the lime 
famine, and the next great event was 
securing a carload o f this essential 
material from the Oro Grande Lime 
Company. Close upon this came the 
full forcé of street graders, eighteen 
men and eight teams, and they are 
still pushing the work with all vigor. 
A biut the Bame time came thn grant­ 
ing of a postoffico at La Verne, h r 
which sixty-two voters had signed a 
petition. 
The postmaster is John 
Symes, who 
is an old Demociat 
from 
Wisconsin, 
and 
formerly 
a partner in the newspaper bus­ 
iness with E. B. Usher, Esq., the 
present chairm an of the Drmocratio 
State Central Committee of Wiscon­ 
sin. The next wo* k came the is­ 
suance of The Lo Yeme N iue, as live­ 
ly and neatly printed a 28 column 
newspaper as has ever been publish­ 
ed in the Sta'e, aud the type-setting, 
press work, and everything was done 
right here in the new town. 
NATI'HR’S 
a n tic s. 
Incidental to the publishing of the 
local pa¡>er was the work of finding 
out what there was of interest in this 
vicinity to tell the people about—and 
thus came a rapid succession of dis­ 
coveries of rocky recesses, gorges, 
gaps, dells, dingles, chasm s, water­ 
falls, romantic nooks, and places of 
wild, picturesque and charming* re 
sort th a t can scarcely be equaled in 
all this southern range of counties. 
The great San Dimas carton is a 
wonderland of itself, affording passage 
up its main course six or seveu miles 
to the Wolfskill falls. 
The old road 
has been washed and gullied a great 
deal by the late rains, so that it i-» noiv 
quite difficult to travel; but thero arc 
tnrec fine falls hero within a halt a 
mile, of thirty, forty and one hundred 
fcot high, bringing down the waters 
of “ Olu Baldy’s " terrific and snow- 
filled Alpine clefts. 
Near these falls 
is a grove of sugar maples, which is 
the only growth of these trees I have 
yet heard of on this Southern Coast. 
Eider J . W. Ful ion also reports a 
mountain of pure white marble in one 
of the side canons, and a massive 
ledge of calcareous tufa, better known 
by the common nam e of petrified 
moss. There is also up this carton an 
old road and pack trail to the mines 
about the liead-waters of the San 
Gabriel river. 
These curiosities arc 
reached from La Verne by horse back 
or pack mule conveyance, although 
strong-built wagons do also make the 
trip, much of which is over cob Me 
stones aud right in the bed of the 
splendid trout stream of snow water 
from “ Old Baldy.” 
But La Verne has other resorts 
nearer by. 
About two miles from 
town at the m outh of Dry Carton are 
the “ crazv-quilt rocks,” “ ram shoru 
chute,” 
and “ tight-squeeze pass,” 
close together. 
A few rods further 
down are the Puddingetone Falls, 
thirty feet high, in a wild, rugged, 
deep gorge broken through massive 
ledges of paleozoic rocki that have 
been upheaved and tilted edgewise a 
hundred 
feet high iu some cata­ 
clysmic convulsion of former ages. 
Tbc rock formation is a rem arkably 
fine and rare exhibit of the pudding- 
stone type of conglomerate rock, with 
the additional novelty of more tintp 
and shades of color than a sample 
card from a paint factory. 
Below- the 
falls is a sort of am pitheater enclosed 
by towering cliffs more than a hun­ 
dred feet high, and hero are caves 
and 
rocks 
and 
trees 
and water 
basins 
or 
lakelets, 
and 
riffles 
and 
rapids—a 
combination 
of 
glen, gorge and jungle on a gigantic 
scale, and an ideal place for a pic­ 
nic, a sketchomaniac or “ lover’s re­ 
treat.” 
Half a mile further down is 
Crystal Gem Rapids, and a little 
farther is G iant’s G ate—a narrow 
pass 
between perpendicular 
cliffs, 
which tower above like the gate walls 
of some gigantic castle of fabulous 
age ; and here, again, in former ages 
was probably a fall not less than a 
hundred feet high, but now the pass­ 
age has been worn down to the bed of 
the stream, like the famous “ Devil’s 
G ate” at Pasadena; but this gate far 
excels that one in the grandeur and 
massive m arvelry of its romantic cliffs 
and other surroundings. This moun­ 
tain rift for a mile is called Pudding- 
stone Gorge, because all the rocks are 
of that class, and the place is worth a 
trip from Los Angeles to see. 
LOCAL MATTERS. 
La Verne has a church organization 
and regular preaching—R*-x. J. W. 
Fulton, pastor. 
It nlso has a good 
school, and a large and fl w ishing 
Sunday school. 
A Good Templars 
lodge will soon be organized; and 
there are enough Masonic brethren to 
secure a lodge of that ancient frater­ 
nity not long hence. There is a free 
reading room, too. Liquor saloons are 
perpetually excluded by a coveuant 
running with the land. 
A fine hotel 
of sixty-five rooms is now about half 
completed and the builderaaie whack­ 
ing it up at a lively rate. There is a 
good store, a restaurant, 
nursery, 
milk dairy, aud other conveniences of 
a settled com munity. 
Ground is as­ 
signed for six public parks, and a 
professional lai dscape gardener is en­ 
gaged to lay out and plant the grounds. 
There are about forty families settled 
here cow and others planning to come.

T h e E llia C o lleg e 
For young ladies is an ornament to 
Los Angeles. 
It stands upon the 
summit of the lofty hill and in the 
beautiful garden once the site of the 
ill-starred Belmont Hotel. The build­ 
ing is four-story, with porticos on the 
the secoud floor and countless win­ 
dows, all of which afford command­ 
ing views of the surrounding country. 
The school room, recitation, mu-ic 
and dining rooms, all of which arc 
well lighted and pleasantly arranged, 
are upon the ground floor. The library, 
a model of good ta9te, and the hand­ 
some parlor are upon the second floor. 
The house contains eleven pianos and 
sufficient rooms to accommodate forty 
hoarders. Yet daily admissions are 
refused for want of space, in conse­ 
quence of which fifty bedrooms oro to 
be annexed during the coining sum­ 
mer. Upon the fourth floor there is 
a studio equipped with ca ts and 
easels; a library and a large and 
cheerful sitting-room, in which the 
pupils spend their evenings. From 
one of its many windows the outlines 
of Santa Monica and the ocean can 
be distinctly seen. The college was es­ 
tablished in September, 1884. I»b fac­ 
ulty numbers eleven. The President. 
Hev. John W. Ellis is professor of 
mental and moral science. The 
Principal, Miss Abby S. Marsh, is 
!>rofessor of literature, rhetoric and 
listory.. Mias Alice Htillinan gives 
instructions in mathematics; Miss Ora 
Boriug, in natural sciences, and Miss 
M. K. Cobh and Miss Nellie Condifc 
conduct the department of instru­ 
mental mdftic. Miss Julia A Luitg 
attends to vocal culture, und Miss 
Lizzie Heine gives lessons upon the 
violin. Miss Helen E. Coan, the con­ 
scientious young artist, who has such 
au attractive studio in the California 
Bank Building, is at the head of 
the art department. Professor and 
Mrs. Ludlum instruct in elocution; 
and Miss M. E. Cobb leaches French, 
German, Italian and Spanish. The 
college is sunshiny and homelike in 
every respect; while there is an 
aesthetic air about it which cannot 
fail to cultivate the taste and prepare 
for social requirements the young la­ 
dies who are so happy as to claim it as 
their alm a vm ler. So dignified and 
thoroughbred an institution is compli­ 
mentary to the mental progress of the 
Pacific Slope, and would no doubt be 
a great surprise to the old Philadel­ 
phia lady who a week or two ago 
wrote to 
her 
husband, 
who 
was 
spending the 
winter 
on 
the Coast, 
“ to 
keep out 
of 
the 
way of 
the 
Indians. " 
The grounds cover au area of ten 
acres, and are beautifully laid out in 
lawns and flower beds. Much atten­ 
tion is given to the pupils to croquet 
and tennis, for the enjoyment of which 
the garden affords excellent facilities. 
The ruins of the Belmont alono mar 
the brightness of the scene. They 
are not unsightly, but they are melan­ 
choly. Perhaps, if, like Mr. F.llis, 
Rusk in was compelled to live perpet- 
usually under the shadow of some 
lost hope, he would not# allow 
his partiality for ruius to preju­ 
dice him against America. 
It 
must indeed be an unappreciative 
S ri who cannot enjoy her school 
:e at Ellis Colloge; lor art has con­ 
spired with nature to make it attract­ 
ive. .Standing upon the eminence it 
does, it overlooks the entire city, the 
surrounding country, composed of 
verdant hills and valleys and walled 
in by rugged mountains, where in the 
vapory distance earth and sky seem to 
meet, I)irectly in front of the college 
building is the pretty Second street 
park, from which music, robbed by 
distance of all discord, can be en­ 
joyed ; while the glassy lake, hemmed 
in by lillies now in full bloom, adds 
more to the beauty of the college 
than to the park to which it belongs. 
JHope»a N a m e lm C h ild re n 
Theobald in “The Madonna of the 
Future” iepne of them. For years 
he knelt at the feet of art, but he 
finally died when the illusive veil 
which had concealed the truth was 
tom aside and he stood face to face 
with his ruined life. “I’m the half 
of a genius! Where in the wide 
world is my other half ?" he crieJ in 
despair. “Lodged perhaps in the 
vulgar soul, the cunning, ready fin­ 
gers of some dull copyist or some 
trivial artisan who turns out by the 
dozen his easy prodigies of tonch 1 Bat 
its not for me to sneer at him; he, at 
least, does something. 
He's not a 
dawdler! Well for mo if I had been 
vulgar and clever and reckless: if I 
could have 
shut my eyes and dealt 
my stroke!" Theobald is one of the 
finest and most pathetic touches oí 
Henry James’ graceful pen. He is 
eesentially ideal and fantastic; but he 
is none the less a type of hundreds of 
mental foundlings, born, it would 
seem, to mock fate, and who are as 
innocent of intellectual parentage as 
Titov 
are 
foreign to success. 
Like the 
rest of his 
unfor­ 
tunate brotherhood, he had the 
ideas and the aspirations of the 
iamoos, but he had not the applica­ 
tion and the practicability to give 
them ahape and color enough to 
«reate even one spasmodic effort. 
Y e t ha dw elt in daily communion 


with Michael Angelo and Raphael, 
and he adored and Btudied, and made 
voluminous notes upon the model 
whom he declared “ made twenty 
vears pass like a fortnight,” but who 
ia reality w»b only a coarse woman 
whom his vivid imagination had in­ 
vested with Hi • beauty of au angel. 
Still 
he did nothing; he only 
dreamed and desired. Hopo’B nameless 
children never do anything; but 
live the saddest of sad lives, and die 
in disappointment and despair. Some 
of them are born with music in their 
souls, others are devoted to art or lit­ 
erature, while the majority of them 
have no fixed goal, no definite aiuhi 
tion, but a pastdouatc longing to be 
something they arc not and never can 
be. By society they are catalogued as 
failures, misanthropes, or moral hypo­ 
chondriac e, and all of which they 
often are, but they are moro besides— 
they are the victims of an inexorable 
destiny. It is only in fiction that they 
over play immortal parts; in real life 
their biographies are never written; 
yet real life daily produc ea character­ 
izations as melancholy as poor Theo­ 
bald with his brilliant visions and his 
empty canvas. The hardest part of 
it, too, is that they are deprived of all 
sympathy and appreciation; and what 
tfie world mocks in them it adores in 
the masters. As Mrs. Coventry, the 
American lady whose drawing-rooms 
were so popular, and who prided her­ 
self upon the aesthetic flavor of her 
conversation, said, Theobald had the 
hair but no. tho head of Raphael, and 
the mystery but not the art of Leonardo 
da Vinci. 
There 
it is; if 
he 
could only have worked instead of 
talked, he, too would have teen 
worshiped, his hair and his mys­ 
tery too would have become immor­ 
tal at the last and when the few who 
at first had admired him, and after­ 
wards had sneered at him, had the 
kindness or the curiosity to follow him 
to the grave, Mih, Coventry said to 
the only real mourner the poor vision­ 
ary had: “ And the great Madonna; 
have you ceeu her after all?" “ I ’ve 
seen her.” answered bitterly the 
friend whom she addressed; "She’s 
mine—by bequest. But I shall never 
show her to you. My dear Mrs. 
Coventry, you’d not understand her." 
Certainly not; Mrs. Coventry repre­ 
sented society, and society o*n never 
read between the lines, or accept the 
might have been for that which is not. 
T b s D ig n ity o f L a b o r. 
Theoretically the dignity of labor is 
uuiversally accepted, but practically 
it is treated like a tradition, and not 
au existiug fact. 
In the cities of the East this is es­ 
pecially the case. W ith the stand­ 
ards of the cities of Europe the dem­ 
ocratic mind lias nothing to do. It is 
to Mrs. John Sherwood, whose article 
'The Chaperon" has recently been 
followed by a remarkable composition 
upon “ The l’iojicr Introduction of 
Guests," to whom such complex ques­ 
tions must tie referred. lu the West 
it is comparatively easy for the gentle­ 
man of birth and education, no mat tier 
what his occupation may be. to find 
his true level. The spirit of migra­ 
tion broadens the social horizon and 
sweeps from the path of progress the 
weak but tremendous obstacles, which 
in the more settled sections of the 
country have so much significance. 
It is no surprise in California, Dakota 
or (. Colorado to hear a man in a blue 
shirt and overalls talk eloquently, or 
to learn that the horny-handed, 
sun-burned miner throws 
aside 
his shovel or his pica to read 
by the light of the camp-fire, Carlyle 
or Ruskiu. Men with good heads 
and brave hearts come West not 
merely to make their fortunes, but 
because weighed down by poverty 
and competition, they are eager to 
breathe the pure air of Bocial as well 
a» national liberty. The time may 
come when the hot bed system of re­ 
finement will make its way into the 
pioneer regions of the Union too; but 
as yet there is too much unoccupied 
territory 
to 
admit 
of 
such 
an innovation. 
Work is man’s 
heritage. Why, then, should he 
despise it, no matter what garb it as­ 
sumes? The only thing he should 
despise is not doing his work, what­ 
ever it may be, well. Does it not re­ 
quire skill to make a shapely, com­ 
fortable shoe; to build a wugon or 
erect a house? Yet he who does these 
things is so subject to social disregard 
that ratiier than learn a trade, a gen­ 
tleman’s eon will wear away his life 
and squander his energies in some 
petty ollice, or in some profession for 
which lie has no taste or ability. 
This is essentially a race of dudes; 
of patent-leather* boots, button-hole 
bouquets and mincing mannerisms 
disgusting enough to roll the scions 
away from revolutionary graves aud 
to awake from their long sleep the 
accusing spirits of the sturdy past. 
Perhaps the mental deformity of these 
latter-day ornaments of society can 
be traced back to the mashers of 
modern times; for if tight lacing will 
hopelessly paralyze an otherwise per­ 
fectly health}' girl, and French heels 
will necessitalo the use of glaeses or 
the disuse of the eyes, it is 
quite likely that the same form 
of vanity will 
produce 
mascu­ 
line malformations more pitiable 
than lameness, deafness or even 
blindness. Beyond a donbt, brain 
work of everv description allows of 
less margin for mixed associations so 
repugnant to the educated and cul­ 
tured ; under all circumstances this 
must be the ca^e, for bauds not heads 
will always be iu the majority. 
But 
under the existing and tyrannical rule 
ol custoui, the dignity of labor is well 
nigh lost in its inequality. 
Work 
ought to be as free as air and sun­ 
shine, for like them it is a part of -the 
l'reator’s muuilicenoe to man. So­ 
ciety has no right to label it eleva 
ting, genteel and vulgar. 
It is not 
like shape and color, a thing to-day 
in and to morrow out of vogue; it is 
in all its attributes i in rant able.

contains a graphic account of the ex 
periences in a blizzard in Montaua, of 
Charley Rogers, whose parents live 
in Los Angeles, and who has many 
friends here 
Rogers has been 
successful railroad engineer and sur­ 
veyor, having risen rapidly in his 
profession, lie is now known as one 
of the best locating engineers in tne 
north west, holding the poeistiou of 
assistant engineer of the Union 
Pacific. Last fall when the snow was 
already deep in the mountain passes, 
and during the winter, Charley with 
a party of engineers, ran two surveys 
across the main range of the Rocky 
mountains, one through Reynolds' 
pass and one through Magee pass 
Both of those involved different feats 
of engineering, and drew forth strong 
encomiums from the company’s 
managers. 
Many hardships were 
suffered by Charley and his compan­ 
ions, aud they tinuily were cut oil’ 
from the rest of the world by the big 
blizzard, Charley being missing for 
two weeks and supposed to be lost. 
He had previously sent his brother 
John and the horses and some of the 
men of the party back to civilization, 
being snowed in himself for six 
weeks. 
The country west of the 
Yellowstone park is enjoyable in 
summer, but in winter when the 
snow is flying so that no track nor 
trail, nor even mountain can be seen, 
it is quite different. Nothing but 
Charley’s nerve and determination 
brought him through, and he had 
besides to keep Up the courage of his 
companions. When the storm was 
at its worst they killed a deer on 
four different occasions, these animals 
having sought with the instinct of 
preservation the vicinity of the spring 
where they were killed with club.". 
None of the party were allowed to 
kill any wantonly. The snow w as so 
deep and soft that the deer could not 
get away. During the timo they were 
lost their provisions ran out entirely 
and the three were very near starva­ 
tion when a U. I*, rescuing party, 
the third that came out in search of 
them, discovered the party, then in 
Idaho. Charley said ho. was never 
so thrilled as when he saw these res­ 
cuers coming. He had not seen any 
one, not even the greater portion of 
his own party, for two weeks. The 
compass which had guided the party 
had been broken, and they had lost 
their boat ings.

M8ULT OF HASTY ADVICE 


Th* Tiltoa-BMCbcr Scandal Id 
voted With 1 Hew end 
Gloomy Interest. 


Hut Duoo, March 19.—A promi­ 
nent member ol Plymouth Church 
who ie new in this city for a brief pe­ 
riod, in e pemouel friend of Joseph C. 
Hendrix, the poetmwter of Brooklyn 
N.Y. 
Fourteen yeera ago Hendrix acquired 
a reputation on a New York paper 
through his reporta of the Beecher 
Tilton scandal. Heudxix was one of 
the lew man who know the unpub 
habed history of the scandal which 
extinguished one of the great 
Hghta of the church, and ruined a 
happy home. Prior to his coining 
west the member of Plymouth Church 
waived from Postmaster Hendrix a 
■torjr in corroboration of what he had 
known of the unpublished history 
The recent announcement in a New 
York paper that the posthumous 
papera ot Mr. Beecher would soon 
give publicity to the Btory of the scau- 
did, leaves the Plymouth church 
memVtr free to publish to-day the 
. fallowing statement: 
•V !)'' 
THX secret exposed. 
The narrative in Beecher’s poethu 
moos story clean his name at some 
expense to his discretion, and throws 
a bright light upon the Plymouth pas­ 
ter's Christian magnanimity. Mrs. 
ItttQu, the victim of the scan 
dal, 
was upon the 
eve of 
confinement 
when 
a meddle­ 
some acquaintance, who had learned 
of Mr. Til den’s intrigue with Victo­ 
ria Woodhull, weut to the sick and 
nervous woman and told her the 
whole story. The result was what 
might be expected. 
Mrs. Tilton was 
thrown into violent grief and excite­ 
ment, 
having no one else to ad­ 
vise her, sent for her pastor. 
Mr. Beecher came and heard the 
ecendal, with indignation and dis- 
g~i* Mr. Tilton was & member ot 
his church, and had been his favorite 
, protege. To find him unfaithful to 
his msmage vows, a frequenter of 
low society and the friend and con­ 
sort of the most notorious adventuress 
of the time, was too much for the 
preacher’s patience, and he hastily 
said, *‘If I were you, 1 would never 
( bear children to such a man V 
TVS CRIME COVSUMATKD. 
The advice rankled in the sick 
woman’s mind, and, after a wakeful 
and feverish night, she sent for her 
physician, who was riso a member of 
Plymouth Church—a man of quick 
sympathies and, what has an impor­ 
tant bearing on this case, one to 
whom Mr. Beecher was under un­ 
usual obligations. 
The interview was long and marked 
00 one side by the pleadings of the 
wife and on the other by the protests 
01 the surgeon 
Finaljy the woman triumphed and 
that day the child was born. Mrs. 
Tilton, at the peril of her life, had re­ 
fused to bring an heir into the world 
to Inherit a dishonored name. The 
■Met day Mrs. Tilton was delirious 
and the thought of her sin came to 
her lips and showed itself in inco­ 
herent langauage. On the following 
day she was but little better, and at 
this critical period Theodore Tilton, 
whp had been long absent from the 
city, returned and learned of her con­ 
- dition. 
In his wife’s delirium she mention­ 
ed the name of Mr. Beecher. Was lie 
responsible? Had he destroyed the 
; domestic peace of the little cottage on 
Livingstone Heights and sought to 
hide the evidence of his misdeed? 
He sharply questioned the nerve- 
wrought woman and learned enough 
as he thought, to verify his suspi 
cions. 
* 
A LETTER TO MB. BEECHER. 
Then he sat down and wrote the 
famous note to the Plymouth pastor, 
calling him to account for a nameless 
crime. In the meantime Mr. Beecher 
bad been informed of Mrs. Tilton’s 
condition, of the probability of her 
death and of the return of Theodore. 
He was in an agony of remorse for 
fear that what he bad said had led 
her to the fatal step. 
Then the letter from Mr. Tilton 
came. Its language meant that Mr. 
Beecher had ruined his home; hut it 
was construed as a husband’s rebuke 
for a crime against his own posterity. 
Utterly broken down, Mr. Beecher 
waote the pathetic note in which he 
and prostrated 
himself before Theodore as he would 
before his God. To Mr. Tilton this 
wus a confession of the graver crime. 
To Mr. Beecher it was but an apology 
lor inconsiderate advice, and the 
scandal then began in a mutual mis­ 
understanding. 
Mrs. TUton soon recovered aud her 
husband’s charge against the Ply­ 
mouth pastor crept into print, appear 
ing for the first time in Woodhull & 
Claflin’s weekly. 
A BOMBSHELL. 
It was a bombshell in Mr. Beech­ 
er’s household. instead of giving 
had advice, Mr. Beecher was accused 
of breaking the seventh command 
ment. His first impulse was to tell 
the Whole story and clear his good 
name, once for all; but there stood 
his friend the physician, the man 
Whose friendship Mr. Beecher had 
often used in a financial way, and 
whoee professional good name, and 
even his personal liberty, were in 
volved in secreting. 
Ho far as known, Mrs. Tilton had 
never revealed his name. To do so 
would have opened the prison doors 
i his path. Kecognizing all this, 


and ¡incriminating letter iu his hand, 
declared him guilty. The jury dis­ 
agreed, and ever since that tin» Mr. 
Beecher's fame, coox tensive with 
civilization and Christianity as it was, 
lay under a cloud of calumny 
TllK rOSTBUMOUS TAPER. 
This ifl the explanation which, I l»e- 
lieve, will be fouud in Mr. Beecher’s 
posthumous paper. The essence of 
that document I have loug kuown 
about. It was prepared teu years ago 
and was to be published after Mr. 
Beecher’s death aud that of the in­ 
culpated physician. 
From a paragraph in a morning pa­ 
per I judge the time has arrived when 
it may be given to t »e public.—[8. F. 
Examiner.

The afternoon and evening 
concerts given three and four times a 
week in Emma Square, and some­ 
times in the hotel grounds* are always 
well attended, ana add greatly to the 
entertainment of the guests of the 
city.Indeed, the writer feels confident in 
saying that without a visit to the is­ 
lands, one cannot fully appreciate 
their many charms. 
Civilization is as far advanced as in 
any country in the world. One has 
but to walk or drive through the 
streets of Honolulu to see fine brick 
and stone business blocks, fine houses 
and some houses that should more
